To get strong, lusty pigs that 
will start on the road to market 
as soon as they are born one 
must have good strong, mature 
sows as mothers. Having these 
they must be fed on bone and 
flesh-forming = foods during the 
whole period of gestation and be 
given plenty of opportunity for 
exercise. A thrifty, quick-growing 
pig should be ready for market at 
least by the time it is nine months 
old. 

Fach season a 
the pigs born are weak, 
without hair or not properly 
developed. Practically all) such 
pigs are lost, they, either die at 
birth or within a week or so. An 
odd one survives and is made into 
pork at a loss. lor these pigs 
never do well and make gains at 
greater cost than is the case with 
thrifty hogs.

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section «as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
Reside six monlgs in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent and 
cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pré- 
emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain, conditions. 

A settler, after obtaining 
patent, if he cannot secure hc omption, 
may take a purchased homéeSead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house 
worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advertised 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers who 
have served overseas and have been hon- 
ourably discharged, receive one day prior- 
ity in applying for entry at local Agent's 
Office (but not Sub-Agency). Discharge 
papers must be presented to Agent.
